evaluating the received self audit information to determine if the second party is complying or 



not complying with the finance agreement based on the audit information; and 





wherein the step of evaluating the r e c e iv e d s elf- audit information being performed by a computer 
programmed to evaluate the audit information and determine if the second party is 
complying or not complying with the finance agreement based on the audit information .

Claim 91 (New): A method of verifying compliance with a finance agreement between a 

first party and a second party, the finance agreement associated with a vehicle wherein the first 

party provides vehicle financing and the second party is permitted to sell the vehicle associated 

with the finance agreement, the method comprising: 

attaching a self-destructing identification tag to the vehicle; 

the first party notify the second party of a self-audit of the vehicle; 

the second party reading data from the self-destructing identification tag after the notifying using 
an electronic device; 

generating audit information using the data from the self-destructing identification tag and 

additional data associated with the self-audit not available to the second party prior to the 
self-audit; 

the second party sending the audit information to the first party; 

evaluating the audit information by the first party using a computer programmed to evaluate the 
audit information to assist in verifying compliance with the finance agreement by 
determining if the self-destructing identification tag was read during the self-audit.
